RUTH ELDER SUFFERS 
INFLUENZA ATTACK 


Woman Flyer Takes to Bed in 
Lisbon — Departure for 
_Madrid Postponed.

Ruth Elder, American aviatrix, 
who arrived here yesterday with 
George W. Haldeman, her co-pilot 
on the unsuccessful trans-Atlantic 
flight, is suffering from influenza 
and has taken to bed. She is in 


need of complete rest and her de- 
parture from Lisbon for Madrid, 
en route to Paris, has been post- 
poned indefinitely. 

It was said that the “American 
Girl’ had passed a bad night and 
complained of pains in her chest. 

Her departure for Madrid, 
scheduled for this afternoon, prob- 
ably will be delayed for a few days. 

Her welcome here yesterday was 
impetuous. A police cordon had 
been thrown about the _ streets 
through which she would pass to 
receive the welcome greeting of the 
President. Undaunted by uniforms, 
however, a group of students broke 
through the police lines and 
spreading their cloaks upon the 
ground, paved a way for her. She 
was rescued from her admirers 
with difficulty and speeded to meet 
President Carmona, 

The incident moved Miss Elder 
deeply and the welcoming crowds, 
by their cheers, voiced their ap- 
proval of the students’ gesture. 
Ruth when she landed was still 
dressed in her knickers and sport 
sweater.

SEISMOGRAPH HERE RECORDS 
QUAKE 136 MILES AWAY 


St. Louis U. Expert Thinks It Was 
in New Madrid District, Which 
Reported No Shock. 

An earthquake of approximately 
eight .minutes’ duration’ was re- 
corded on the ™. Louis University 
seismograph yesterday afternoon, 
beginning at 12:23 o’cloéck.

SEVEN INDICTED 
OR MURDER OF 
ITALIAN GUNMAN 


These Are Already in Jail or 
Under Bond for Killing 
Alphonse Palazzolo Last 


Sept. 9. 


Indictments charging first-degree 
murder have been returned dgainst 
seven men, now in jail or under 
bond, and against several others 


in the assassination of Alphonse 
Palazzolo, notorious Italian gun- 
man, who was shot down Sept. 9 
at Tenth and Wash streets. 

Those indicted include: William 
Russo, Charles Russo Jr-, Gus Ca- 
tanzaro, Vincent Barbara, Sora 
Mantia, Joe Bommarito and Ralph 
Calico. They are in City Jail, with 
the exception of William Russo, 
who is out on $50,000 bond, and 
Charles Russo Jr., a minor, who 
is out on $10,000 bond. 

The names of those indicted but 
still at large were suppressed pend- 
ing arrest. 
A writ of habeas corpus filed to 
get Gus Catanzaro out of jail was 


dismissed today by his attorney. 
Sigmund Bass, in view of the in- | 
dictment of his client for first de- 
gree murder. 

William Russo, an oil station 
proprietor, and Charles Russo Jr. 
are brothers of Tony Russo, notori- 
ous gunman, who was shot to 
death on a road near Chicago a 
month before Palazzolo was killed. 
Vincent Spicuzza was killed with 
Tony Russo. 

The killing of Palazzolo, police 
decided after investigation, was in 
reprisal for the murder of Tony 
Russo and Spicuzza. The three 
men had been friends and asso- 
ciates in the illicit hiquor trade but 
had quarreled. Underworld gossip 
accused Palazzolo of luring Russo 
and Spicuzza to Chicago, whence 
they were “taken for a ride.” and 
their bodies thrown out beside a 
road. 

A boy chanced to be playing in 
the street when Palazzolo was shot 
down. The boy was wounded by a 
stray bullet. This aroused general 
indignation in the neighborhoo 
and induced witnesses to talk to 
police, when, otherwise, they would 
have maintained the silence, cus- 
tomary in gang shootings. It is 
understood now that some defend- 
ants have indicated a willingness 
to testify for the State, if granted 


immunity.

Millan, although knighted by Great 
Britain, was an American citizen. 
So he sent-#8 claim to St. Louis, 
where McMilan’s $2,560,000 estate 
is under administration in Probate 
Court. eve 

Terms of the Contract. 

The contract, dated Nov. 1, 1912, 
called for an annual salary of 
£1000 ($5000) and expenses. Ran- 
niger, through his local attorney, 
C. W. Detjen, alleges he remained 
in charge of the rubber plantation 
in Tanganyika territory until Feb. 
28, 1017, although receiving no 
salary from Aug.,.4, 1914, when 
Germany and England went to 
war. 

When war was declared McMil- 
lan, who was in America, hastened 
to London and was commissioned 
a lieutenant in the English army. 
He then hurried to Juja farm, his

UNIFIED TRANSIT PLAN 


To Ask Legislature for Com- 
mission and Power to 
Combine Services. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Confidence 
that the city council would within 
80 days be in position to appeal to 
Gov. Small to call a spectfal ses- 
sion of the legislature to pass laws 
to untangle Chicago’s traction sit- 
ua ion was expressed today by 
James W. Breen, first assistant 
corporation counsel, 

Gov. Small has promised to act 
whenever the city and the trans- 
portation interests agree on 
what to do, Breen said. That 
agreement may be reached in 20 
days, or 30 at the outside, he 
added. 

Five bills — three already ap- 
proved by the city council’s trans- 
portation committee, the fourth 
drawn but not yet passed on, and 
a fifth and minor one still to be 
drawn—probably will be the mea- 
sures to be submitted to the spe- 
cial session of the general assem- 
bly, he said. 

Since Feb. 9; last, the street rail. 
way system has been under tem- 
porary franchises, with three of 
the companies in Federal Court re- 
ceivership; an elevated railway sys- 
tem is operated under state laws 
governing steam railroads; movie 
bus lines are operating along only 
certain selected streets. 

The bills to be submitted to the 
legislature would provide: 

For construction of a subway. 

For consolidation of railroad 
corporations and street railways 
to operate as one line, 

For creation of a transit.com- 
mission covering all of Cook 
County, to be composed of four 
persons appointed by the Mayor 
and one by the president of the 
county board. The Transit Com- 
mission would assume jurisdic- 
tion in its district now exercised 
by the Illinois. Commerce Com- 
mission. 

For ietidikhie permits, or 
franchises, granting power to 
the city to contract with the 
corporations which operate street 
cars. Also causes for termina- 
tions of contracts, would bé fixed 
and the city would be authorized 
’ to purchase at any time.

CHICAGO’S DAYTON. 
From the New York World. 
T THE time of the Scopes trial in Day- 


ton, Tenn., there was a disposition to ex- 
plain the proceedings as a somewhat belated 
outbreak of hysterical ignorance originating 
among hill-billies and backwoodsmen. Yet 
at this moment, in smart stick-up and 
coming Chicago the inanities of Dayton are 
being outdone. Mayor Thompson’s crusade 
against King Géorge is in all respects stu- 
pider and is infinitely more dishonest than 
the late Mr. Bryan’s crusade against Dar- 
win. At Dayton there was at least a strain 
of genuine piety which gave a kind of pa- 
thetic dignity to the hullaballoo. But in 
Chicago, although the flags are w8ving and 
the bands playing, there is no scintilla of 
patriotism in the Thompson uproar. 

Thompson is just about the most danger- 
ous type of adventurer which popular gov- 
ernment throws up. At the moment, he is 
engaged in a raid upon the Board of Educa- 
tion in an effort to get rid of Superintend- 
ent William McAndrew, Who was engaged 
four years ago by Thompson's predecessor, 
Mayor Dever. The charges that Mr. McAn- 
drew is “pro-British” are a stink-bomb to 
drive him out of:a job the Thompson gang 
wants very badly. That is the motive of the 
affair. Their concern about patriotism is a 
joke. They do not know the meaning of the 
word. They are after a good, fat job and 
all the good, fat plunder an. patronage that 
the job controls. In their campaign they 
are in part inspired no doubt by agents of 
rival book concerns which would stand to 
profit handsomely by the ousting of so- 
called British books. 

The most interesting aspect of the affair 
is that such a performance should be good 
politics in a city like Chicago. Evidently it 
works. Evidently a good number of voters 
really enjoy these wild attacks on King 
‘George and Great Britain. How come? 
What do the people of Chicago really know 
about Great Britain, or care? On its face 
it is simply ludicrous that any considerable 
part of the population of a great city should 
be in a state of mind which makes it sus- 
ceptible to a campaign like Thompson's. 
Yet there they are, and apparently they 
like it. ’ 

This state of mind is as difficult to diag- 
nose as the state of mind which produces 
the klan. erhaps they are of a piece. They 
are not unlike, and it may be a fair guess 
to say that the klan expresses the hysteria 
of the lower-grade mentalities in the old 
American stock and that this anti-British- 
ism expresses the hysteria of the lower- 
grade mentalities in the newer Arserican ° 
stocks. The klan is inspired by the notion 
that a 100 per cent American ts a descend- 
ant of those pioneers who originally came 
from Great Britain. The Thompson notion 
seems to be the obverse of this. Its notien 
is that nobody is a 100 per cent American 
who maintains any connection with the old 
British tradition. 

King George is a convenient symbol! under 
which, to attack*the social prestige of the 
older established Americans of British de- 
scent. They have, it is true, displayed a 
certain amount of snobbery and superiority 
which is deeply resented among the newer 
immigrant peoples. This resentment finds a 
vent through Thompson. He in his turn de- 
liberately cultivates this resentment, and ex- 


ploits it for his own political ends,

INDBERGH, when he arrived here yes- 
“ terday after am absence of almost ex- 
actly three months, completed the most 


amazing tour that any man had ever made 
in this country. He flew 22,250 miles. He 
touched every State in the Union. He made 
stops in 82 cities: He made 147 speeches. 
He endured 1285 miles of parade. In short, 
he did exactly what he said he was going 
to do when he started out, something that 
most of us had smiled at as a boyish dream, 
something that by,all the laws of probabil- 
ity should have blown up before it was 
fairly started. 

It was more remarkable, this feat, than 
the flight to Paris itself. For that flight 
lasted only a day and a half, involved but 
one take-off.and one landing. But this air 
tour through the country lasted three 
months, involved countless takeoffs and 
countleess landings, was over all kinds of 
‘cornfry and through all k’ of weather. 
Yet Lindbergh was late only once, and that 
was when a fog forced him down near 
Portland, Me. 

Did he accomplish anything? One imag- 
.ines he accomplished much. To judge from 
tr dispatches, he has aroused the country 
as has no other man to the needs of avia- 
tion. These needs include airports and all 
sorts of facilities for the itinerant flyer and 
they must be met by communities rather 
than by the flyers themselves. 

If he made communities realize what 
must be done if flying is to become general, 
he has accomplished all that could be asked 
of him. And he has accomplished a little 
more. By his steadfast refusal to commer- 
cilalize his acclaim, by his rigorous notions 
of good taste, he has helped élevate the 
tone of aviation; he has made people see 
that this can be a profession as well as a 
trade for performers at county fairs, that 
solid men are in it and that it deserves 
solid support. 

And he has proved that it was not acci- 
dent that the first man to fly from New 
York to Paris was named Lindbergh and 
not something else.

both a barometer and record of 
these changes, It is not materia] 
whether Henry Ward Beecher was 
saint or sinner.” 
During the uneasy years Plym- 
outh Church stood by its pastor, 
promptly expelling such members 
as would not. There was much to- 
do when he died, and the congre- 
gation united in singing “Love Di- 
vine” to the tune of “Beecher.” 
And now the world has just about 
forgotten him. 
As has been noted, Beecher was 
the first of the modernists in the 
pulpit. Himself greatly in need of 
it, he preached a gospel of a forgiv- 
ing’ Jesus, of a God of love, as 
against the exacting old Jehovah 
of vengeance. He led his flock 
where his father had driven. This 
was his chief contribution to hu 
man happiness. He even went so 
far as to deny.the actual existence 
of a brimstone hell—but he hedged 
on this afferward—and he dabbled 
in Darwin, Huxley and Spencer. He 
never really knew much about evo- 
lution, but he entertained the idea, 
and he was among the first to dis- 
cover that there is no necessary 
conflict between science and reli- 
gion. He was surprised, child-like, 
to learn that others had reached 
the same conclusion before him. 
All this is entertainingly set 
forth, fully documented and ex- 
haustively annotated. Hibben has 
got inside the great preacher, told 
his story and told it well.

Authorities at Boonville Will 
Not Extradite Ex-Convict 
Held in Detroit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOONVILLE, Mo., Oct. 26.— 


Paul Murray, alias James Shannon, 
held in Detroit as an escaped pris- 
oner from the State Reformatory 
will not be extradited, authorities, 
said today, although they have 


been endeavoring to find a connec- 
tion between Murray’s escape and 
the death of Fred Sturtz, 80-year- 
old St. Louisan whose body was 
found in the Missouri River here 
Sunday. 

Murray and Sturtz disappeared 
Oct.. 15. Sturtz’s body, fully 
clothed, was found in the river 
with the head crushed as if by a 
blow. He had left his home at 
405 South Second street, St. Louis, 


a bank. No money was found in 
the pockets of Sturtz’s clothing. 
Boonville authorities reported 
they had discovered no evidence 
which would connect Murray with 
Sturtz’s death other than the co- 
incidence of their disappearances. 
They are without sufficient evi- 
dence to attempt extradition of 
Murray as an escaped prisoner. 
“Murray didn’t belong in the re- 
formatory,” he said. “He gave his 
age as 19 when arrested in St. 
Louis for robbing a jewelry store 
and the Judge sent him here. 
27 years old. 
He escaped twice before and we 
can’t handle him.” 

Murray had a year of his sen- 
tence yet to serve. It is likely De- 
troit authorities will release him 
shortly.

St. Louis friends of Sturtz yes- 
terday requested an investigation of 
his death, in the belief that he was 
murdered and robbed. <A. J. Fritz 
of 405 South Second street, where 
Sturtz resided, turned over to the 
Public Administrator a bank de- 
posit slip for $520 belonging to 
Sturtz.

STRETCHING THE VOLSTEAD NET. 

How far are the methods of enforcing the Volstead 
act gofng? 
We are moved to ask this question by the decision 
of a Federal Judge in a Chicago case, affirmed by 
'the Circuit Court of Appeals, that proprietors of cafes 
‘and restaurants who serve non-intoxicating beverages 
or ingredients out of which highballs may be made 
'by customers bringing their own liquor are guilty of 
| violation of the Volstead act. 
The United States Supreme Court refused to hear 
'an appeal of the case, so the decision stands and is 
to be enforced in New York and presumably all over 
the couhtry. 


| It looks like a tremendous twist and stretch of 


law to hold the proprietor of a cafe or restaurant 


have no control. Liquor may be poured into any 
sort of beverage that may be served to customers 
of a cafe. The flask may be concealed, and yet ifa 
prohibition spy catches the customer taking a drink, 
the proprietor is held guilty and his cafe or res- 
taurant may be padlocked. 

The effect of the decision 1s not only to hold the 
proprietor guilty of law-breaking acts of his cus- 
tomers, but to compel him to enforce the law. He 
himself must become a spy and snooper, and, if neces- 
sary, search his guests to see that they have no 
liquor concealed on their persons—an extraordinary 
state of things for cafes and restaurants. 

If the propri@gor of a cafe or restaurant can be 
held responsible*for the carrying and use of liquor: 
by his guests, why not for thé carrying or use-of a 
revolver? Why not hold the proprietor guilty ¥ the 
guest brings a concealed weapon on his person? Why 
not hold him guilty of a murder committed by his 
guest? The consequences of this sort of law can be 
stretched a long way. 

The effort to stretch the law in the case of cafe 
proprietors resembles the cffort of Volstead to hold 
liable those who handle ingredients out of which 
liquor is made. That theory of the law might be 
‘stretched to cover the wheat, corn and rye growers 
and vineyard proprietors and raisin dealers—an 
uncounted * ‘* of alleged law breakers, 

Under the efforts of prohibition agents and judges 
to stretch the net of the Volstead law into a universal 
tyranny, law will spon be so distorted in this country 
that the most skillful lawyer will be ungble to 
recognize it as law.

CHICAGO’S DAYTON. 
From the New York World. 
T THE time of the Scopes trial in Day- 


ton, Tenn., there was a disposition to ex- 
plain the proceedings as a somewhat belated 
outbreak of hysterical ignorance originating 
among hill-billies and backwoodsmen. Yet 
at this moment, in smart stick-up and 
coming Chicago the inanities of Dayton are 
being outdone. Mayor Thompson's crusade 
against King George is in all respects stu- 
pider and is infinitely more dishonest than 
the late Mr. Bryan's crusade against Dar- 
win. At Dayton there was at least a strain 
of genuine piety which gave a kind of pa- 
thetic dignity to the hullaballoo. But in 
Chicago, although the flags are w&ving and 
the bands playing, there is no scintilla of 
patriotism in the Thompson uproar. 

Thompson is just about the most danger- 
ous type of adventurer which popular gov- 
ernment throws up. At the moment, he is 
engaged in a raid upon the Board of Educa- 
tion in an effort to get rid of Superintend- 
ent William McAndrew, Who was engaged 
four years ago by Thompson's predecessor, 
Mayor Dever. The charges that Mr. McAn- 
drew is “pro-British” are a stink-bomb to 
drive him out of:a job the Thompson gang 
wants very badly. That is the motive of the 
affair. Their concern about patriotism is a 
joke. They @o mot know the meaning of the 
word. They are after a good, fat job and 
all] the good, fat plunder an. patronage that 
the job controls. In their campaign they 
are in part inspired no doubt by agents of 
rival book concerns which would stand to 
profit handsomely by the ousting of so- 
called British books. 

The most interesting aspect of the affair 
is that such a performance should be good 
politics in a city Hke Chicago. Evidently it 
works, Evidently a good number of voters 
really enjoy these wild attacks on King 
George and Great Britain. How come? 
What do the people of Chicago really know 
about Great Britain, or care? On its face 
it is simply ludicrous that any considerable 
part of the population of a great city should 
be in a state of mind which makes it sus- 
ceptible to a campaign like Thompson's. 
Yet there they are, and apparently they 
like it. 

This state of mind is as difficult to diag- 
nose as the state of mind which produces 
the klan. Perhaps they are of a piece. They 
are not unlike, and it may be a fair guess 
to say that the klan expresses the hysteria 
of the lower-grade mentalities in the old 
American stock and that this anti-British- 
ism expresses the hysteria of the lower- 


grade mentajities in the newer Argerican - 


stocks. The klan ts inspired by the notion 
that a 100 per cent American ifs a descend- 
ant of those pioneers who originally came 
from Great Britain. Ths Thompson notion 
seems to be the obverse of this. Its notien 
is that nobody is a 100 per cent American 
who maintaing any connection with the old 
British tradition. 

King George is a convenient symbol under 
which, to attack*the soclal prestige of the 
older established Americans of British de- 
scent. They have, it is true, displayed a 
certain amount of snobbery and superiority 
which is deeply resented among the newer 
immigrant peoples. This resentment finds a 
vent through Thompson. He in his turn de- 
liberately cultivates this resentment, and ex-

INDBERGH, when he arrived here yes- 
“ terday after am absence of almost ex- 


actly three months, completed the most 


amazing tour that any man had ever made 
in this country. He flew 22,250 miles. He 
touched every State in the Union. He made 
stops in 82 cities) He made 147 speeches. 
He endured 1285 miles of parade. In short, 
he did exactly what he said he was going 
to do when he started out, something that 
most of us had smiled at as a boyish dream, 
something that by_all the laws of probabil- 
ity should have blown up before it was 
fairly started. 

It was more remarkable, this feat, than 
the flight to Paris itself. For that flight 
lasted only a day and a half, involved but 
one take-off and one landing. But this air 
tour through the country lasted three 
months, involved countless takeoffs and 
countleess landings, was overall kinds of 
‘corn‘ry and through all k’ of weather. 
Yet Lindbergh was late only once, and that 
was when a fog forced him down near 
Portland, Me. 

Did he accomplish anything? One imag- 
ines he accomplished much. To judge from 
tr dispatches, he has aroused the country 
as has no other man to the needs of avia- 
tion. These needs include airports and all 
sorts of facilities for the itinerant flyer and 
they must be met by communities rather 
than by the flyers themselves. 

If he made communities realize what 
must be done if flying is to become general, 
he has accomplished all that could be asked 
of him. And he has accomplished a little 
more. By his steadfast refusal to commer- 
clalize his acclaim, by his rigorous notions 
of good taste, he has helped elevate the 
tone of aviation; he has made people see 
that this can be a profession as well as a 
trade for performers at county fairs, that 
solid men are in it and that it deserves 
solid support. 

And he has proved that it was not acci- 
dent that the first man to fly from New 
York to Paris was named Lindbergh and 
not something else.

He 
never. really knew much about evo- 
lution, but he entertained the idea, 
and he was among the first to dis- 
cover that there is no necessary 
conflict between science and reli- 
gion. He was surprised, child-like, 
to learn that others had reached 
the same conclusion before him. 

All this is entertainingly set 
forth, fully documented and ex- 
haustively annotated. Hibben has 
got inside the great preacher, told 
his story and told it well.

Four and a half years ago the 
Union Home Builders, a housing 
trust, was ousted from business in 
Missouri and sued into receivership 


by the State Finance Department. 
Greditors, with proved claims in 
excess of $1,000,000, have not re- 
ceived a cent to date, and many of 
them are writing to the newspapers, 
the Postoffice Department and the 
State authorities asking why. 

The “why” seemsto lie in the 
inability of the courts and interest- 
ed parties to agree on a plan for 
distributing the available assets, 

There are 12,000 créditors 
throughout the country. They are 
men and women who were paying 
money to the Union Home Builders 
under contracts that provided they 
could later borrow money at 4 per 
cent to build houses, the loans to 
be allotied in accord with the nu- 
merical orde. to. contracts. ‘The 
State contended this was a lottery 
scheme. | 

Assets Exceed Claims. 

During the receivership claims 
totaling $1,037,216 were approved. 
Assets were reported at $1,087,000 
of which a little more than half 
was cash, the remainder being 
mortgages. If all mortgages | 
brought face value, there would be | 
enough to pay creditors 100 cents 
on the dollar. 

Last May a stipulation, propos- 
ing settlement of the litigation, was 
filed before Circuit Judge Hall.

How the Game Was Made. 
The one Declarer who made the 


'game had the sense to look ahead

When the second heart w-s led and 
Dummy’s Queen held the trick. this 
discerning Declarer could see what 
must happen if he permit Dummy 
to win the heart trick; viz, a spade 
must be led from Dummy, enabling 
the adversaries to win with the ace 
and “take in” their two good clubs.

How to Break Breakfast Boredom| 


O stimulate the family’s appe- 
T ue for breakfast, the home- 

maker needs imagination and 
careful planning, but not more 
work, according to Sarah Field 
Splint, Director of McCall’s Labor- 
atory Kitchen, writing in the Octo- 
ber McCall's. This is how one 
homemaker eliminated morning 
argument over eating the cereal 
Or Other standardized breakfast 
dishes: 
“Cereals were the next item I 
considered. I had my grocer show 
me every kind he kept in stock. 
Why had I let them grow monot- 
onous when there are so many 
from which to choose? I knew, too, 
that there must be endless ways 
of serving them to add variety. So 
now, instead of keeping one pack- 
age of cereal on hand and serv- 
ing it every day until the pack- 
age is empty I keep a number of 


meal added to the fine cooked 
cereals, for instance. It gives thei 
a new ‘nutty’ flavor. When I serve 
hot cereals, I usually sprinkle 
some bran over them. As a change 
from milk on the cooked cereals 
I sometimes cook them in half 
milk and half water, then serve 
them with butter end brown 
sugar.
